From a Perſon of Eminency and Worth in Caledonia, 
To a Friend at Boſton in Nem-Ergland. 


SIR, | | 
Have Received your kind Letter of the 26 December laſt, and Communi- 
[| cated it to the Gentlemen of the Council heit; io whom your kind 
Sentimeats and Readinels were very acceprable; 

Certainly the Work here begun is the moſt Rifpned, Digeſted, and 
the beſt Pounded, as to Priviledges, Place, I ime, aod other like Adyanta« 
ges, that ever was yet begun in any part of the Tra fing World. We arrived 
up-n this Coaſt the firſt, and took pi: fhon the third of November 4 Our Si. 
tuztion is about two Leagues ro the Southward of Golden I and. (by the S, 
ard; called Guards ) in one of the befi and moſt detenceabie Harbours perhaps 
in che World. The Country is H.althfuli to a wonder; inſomuch that our 
own Sick, which were many when we Artived, ate now generally cured; 
The Country is exceed ing Fertile, and the Weather Tempetate: The Coun: 
try where we ate ſettled, is dry, and rifing Ground. Hills but not high; and 
on the ſides, and quite to the tops, thice, four or five foot gi 6d far mould, 
not a Rock ot fone to be ſeen. We have bur eight ot nine Leagues to a River, 
where Boats may go into the South Sea, The Natives for filry Leagues on 
either fide ate in intire Friendſhip and Correſpandence with us; and it we will 
be a: the pains, we can gain thole ar the greateſt diſtance. For our Neighbour 
Indian} arc willing to be the joytull Meflcngers of our tettle ment, and good 
Duo ſir ion to theit County mens As to the Innate Riches of the Country, 
upon the firſt In lot matiun, I always believed to be very great : But now find it 
goes beyond all that ever | thought, or conceived in that ma ir. 

The 8paniorde, as we can underſtand, are very much furprized, and alarm'd 
aud the mare that it comes as a Thunder: clap upon them; Having had no 
notice of us, untill three days after our Arrival, We have witten to the 
Prefitent of Pename, giving him accaunt of our good and Peaceable Intentis 
ons, and to procure a god Underſtanding and Correſpondence , And it that 
is vor Condeſcended to : we ate ready for what elſe he pleaſes, It Merchants 
ſhould once Erc& Factories here, this place will toon become the beſt and lureſt 
Mart in all Awerice, both for In-land and Over land Ttade. We want here 
Sloops and Coaſting Veſſels ; for want of which, and by reaſon we have been 
all Hzods at Work, in Forcifying and fitting our ſelves, (which is now pretty 
well over) we had but little Trade as yet: moſt of our Goods Unſold. We 
are hete a Thouſand one Hundered Men, and expect Supplies every Day. 
We have been exceeding unhappy in looſing two Miniſters who came with vs 
from Scotlaad; and if New- Exgland could lupply us in that, it would be a great 
and lalling Odligation, i
